AWFUL TRAGEDY. 


Some More Italians Do Some More 
Bloody Work. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. _ 

MINNEAPOLIS (Minn.,) March 6 —4 
special to the Tribune from Carleton, 
Minn.; says: 

An awful tragedy occurred at Me- 
Gregor, about thirty miles west of here, 
this morning. A family of the name of 
Jeanette, consisting of father, mother 
and four children, the eldest 12 and the 
youngest a babe, lived in a cabin and 
kept a small store. Two Italians who 
were clearing up a homestead near by, 
had trouble with Jeanette over some logs, 
which resulted in a quarrel !ast night. 
The Italians, Nick and Angelo Cristello, 
brothers, returned this morning to renew 
the quarrel with Winchester rifles and 
shotguns. Nick shot Jeanette with the 
shotgun, tearing a gaping wound in his 
side, and Angelo shot Mrs. Jeanette with 
the Winchester, blowing the top of her 
head off, killing both instantly. The 
children were in bed at the time. The 
murderers escaped to the woods. The 
cabin presented a sickening sight, blood 
and brains being scattered all over the 
floor. The children were shivering with 
terror. About noon the murderers came 
to McGregor and said they were going to 
Aitken to give themselves up, but the 
local officers held them until the arrival 
of the sheriff, who at once took them to 
Aitken to the county jail. 

The Jeanettes were a much respected 
family in the neighborhood, and intense 
excitement prevails. The principal rea- 
son for the murderers’ returning were, 
that they were afraid of being lynched by 
woodsmen in the camps around the scene 
of the murder.

MADRID, March 15.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
The following cablegram has been received" 
here by Mr. Taylor, United States Minister 
at Madrid: 

“This department is informed that on 
the 8th inst. the United States mail steam- 
ship Allianca, on her homeward voyage 
from Colon to New York, when six miles 
from the coast of Cuba, off Cape May, was 
repeatedly fired upon by a Spanish gun- 
boat with solid shot, which frequently fell 
short. The windward passage, where this 
occurred is the natural and usual highway 
for vessels plying between the ports of 
the United States and the Carribean Sea. 
Several regular Hnes of American mail 
and commercial steamers pass weekly 
within sight of Cape May. They are well 
known and their voyage embraces nv 
Cuban port of call. Forcible interference 
with them cannot be claimed as a bellig- 
erant act, unless they pass within three 
miles of the Cuban coast, and cannot un- 
der any circumstances be tolerated when 
no state of war exists. 

“This government will expect a prompt 
disavowal of the unauthorized act and a 
due expression of regret upon the part of 
Spain. It must further insist that immedi- 
ate and positive orders be given to Span- 
ish naval commanders not to interfere with 
legitimate commerce passing through that 
channel, prohibiting all acts wantonly im- 
periling’ life and property lawfully under 
the flag of the ed States. You will 
communicate this to the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs and urge the importance 
8 a prompt and satisfactory response. 

(Signed) “GRESHAM.” 
WASHINGTON, March 45.— tent ‘of

“Certainly there will be no reply,” he 
said, until all the facts are known, not 
alone from Capt. Crossman, but from the 
commander of the Spanish gunboat alleged 
to have done the firing. Spaln will wait 
until she is able to act intelligently on the 
whole case. Spain will undoubtedly rest 
upon the recognized principle of interna- 
tional Jaw, that a country maintains a 
sovereignty over the waters within her 
jurisdictional district limits.“ 

He regarded the terms of the demand 
surprising in asserting that the interfer- 
ence with American ships cannot be 
claimed as a belligerant act, whether they 
pass within three miles of the Cuban coast 
or not. This he considered a denial of the 
recognized sovereignty of Spain over the 
jurisdictional waters of Cuba. 

“There is another very important con- 
sideration,’’ he observed. “If the United 
States made this demand, then iit is es- 
sential that the United States take steps 
to prevent the shipping of insurgent goods 
intended to be used against Spain. Al- 
ready it has been established that three 
yachts, the Lagonda, Baracoa and Amadis, 
foaded with insurgent arms at Fernandi, 
Florida. They had been apprehended, but 
were subsequently released. The arms 
were put in a warehouse, pending the at- 
tachment. When this was settled that Mr. 
Bor@en, in charge of them, had shipped 
them to unknown points is notorious.“ 

The Minister said that this traffic was 
going on, and it was essential that Spain 
should protect herself, or should have the 
protection of the United States. If, there- 
fore, a demand had been made by the 
United States, it would be opportune to 
consider what protection would be given 
to Spain. The State Department officiais 
today rather expected that Spain’s answer 
would indicate a desire by the Spanish 
government for a proper opportunity to 
ascertain the facts before taking action 
én the matter. But this, it is said at the 
department, will scarcely avail in the 
present case unless the message conveys 
some assurance that the Spanish govern- 
ment has instructed its naval command- 
ers to refrain from further interference 
with vessels flying the American flag.

If, however, the Spanish government 
should be stung by the urgency shown 
by the United States aud refuse to meet 
our demands, Minister Taylor will de- 
mand bis pesaports, aud unless cooler coun- 
sels may be coming from some disinter- 
ested and friendly nation, some ugly com- 
‘plication’ may result, ending in the pres- 
ence of a considerable fleet of United 
States naval vessels in Cuban waters to 
American shipping. 
STILL UNINFORMED. 

WASHINGTON, March 15.—Senor Mura- 
gua, the Spanish Minister, had not been 
informed up to 11 o’clock today, either by 
his government or by the State Depart- 
ment, of the United States’s demand upon 
Spain through our Minister at Madrid. 

His reports from the Governor-General 
of Cuba state there is no information of 
a Spanish gunboat from the Officials along 
the eastern coast of Cuba; where the sup- 
posed outrage occurred. 

“For my part,“ said the Minister, this 
looks very much like a sea-serpent affair. 
Every now and then a captain states he 
has seen a sea serpent and came near be- 
ing swallowed by it. Capt. Crossman is, 
no doubt, a worthy officer, but it looks 
very much as though he had a dream as 
to seeing a Spanish gunboat. The proper’ 
course would be to exact affidavits from 
the crew and passengers of the Allianca, 
and find out if they agreed with the state- 
ment of Capt. Crossman.“ 

A letter from the Captain-General of 


Cuba, received by Minister Muragua, 
says that everything is quiet in the five 
provinces and that the only danger comes 
from the possibility of shipping arms, am- 
munition and men from the United 
States. The people of Cuba, reports the 
Captain-General, are entirely opposed to

ALL TRUE. 
NEW YORK, March 15.—Although Senor 
Muruagua, the Spanish Minister at Wash- 


man-of-war having fired on the Allianca 
of the Colombian line, looks like a sea- 
serpent story, the officers of the ship when 
seen this afternoon by the Associated 
Press reporter were very emphatic in their 
denunciations of the attack. 

The first officer, Benjamin Corning, who 
was in charge of the ship, described the 
attack made on the American steamer by 
the Spanish man-of-war, saying: 

“It does not matter what the Spanish 
Minister may think about it, but I can 
tell you this is no fish story. The Al- 
lianca was about six leagues off the shore 
at 6:30 on the morning of March 8. I 
was not the officer of the deck, as Mr. 
Russell was on the bridge and the cap- 
tain was looking around. When about 
three leagues off we hoisted our ensign, 
and dipped it three times and the oncom- 
ing, steamer answered it with a similar 
salute. Shortly afterward I recognized her 
to be a Spanish man-of-war. We kept on 
our course, which was a little farther off 
land than usual, being fully three leagues 
from the shore. 

“IT was standing aft when we signalled, 
and was very much surprised when the 
warship opened fire op us. The first three 
shots were evidently blanks, as I saw no 
shel] touch the water.’ 

First Officer Corning warmed up as he 
detailed the story of the firing, and said: 


“Now, mind you, we did not slow up; 
not a bit. We kept on our way. After | 
firing the three blank shots the Spanish 
boat was in our wake, about three miles. 
off, and she hauled her wind to the lee-

| ward 60 as to let ber guns bear on us, 


when she fired three shots at intervals of 
a quarter of an hour. Two of the shells 
dropped 400 yards on our starboard quar- 
ter, and they landed the third a similar 
distance on our port quarter. We kept 
going, and we soon showed the Spanish 
skipper a clean pair of heels. 

In less than an hour after the fusillade 
we lost sight of the Spaniard, and she 


seemed to be sulking at not being able 


to bring us to a standstill. There is no 
truth in the statement that on our future 
voyages we are going to be armed, as 
there is no necessity for our doing so for 
we can run away from any Spanish war- 
ship afloat. 

An officer of the Atlas end Alea 


has made an assertion that that steamer 


had us in sight from early morning on the 


day of the outrage until sundown. This 


is erroneous, for when we had outstripped 
the Spanish warship we could only see the 
smoke of. the Afisa, as she was hall 
down, not even a spar to be seen.

This bill was de- 
feated in the Senate by the insertion of 
an amendment which practically killed it, 
but notice of reconsideration was given.

up and reconsidered. By a vote of 19 to 
14 the Senate receded from its amendment. 
The women were jubilant, for they claimed 
that Gov. Budd had promised to approve 
the measure. The women were doomed to 
disappointment, however, for later in the 
day the opponents of the bill rallied their 
forces and forced a reconsideration of the 
previous vote. By a vote of 20 to 15 the 
Senate then refused to recede from its 
amendment. This kills the bill for all 
time. The woman suffragists have not 
labored in vain, for they have secured 
the adoption of a concurrent resolution for 
the submission of the question to the people 
in the form of a constitutional amendment 
at the next election. Had the bill de- 
feated become a law and been sustained 
by the courts, though there was some 
doubt of its constitutionality, the women 
would have been permitted to vote on the. 
proposed constitutional améndment.

THIRTY-FIRST SESSION,

BIGGY INVESTIGATION. 


It is Said that the Charges Will not 
be Sustained.

SACRAMENTO, March 15.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) The Biggy investigation is appar- 
ently finished except as to the report of 
the Investigating Committee. 

The whole proposition resolves itself 
into statements of Senator Biggy and ex-

Had I had a 
breeze before noon and sailed away from 
it, I would certainly have thought a reef 
existed. As you will see by my meteoro- 
logical log, I had no current for that 
twenty-four hours.“

NEW ORLEANS, March 15.—Negroes 
went to work in the upper levees at 7 
o’clock under military protection. On the 
lower levee. work is expected to begin at 
any moment. All is quiet. 

BUSY SCENE. 

NEW ORLEANS, March 15.—If the small 
‘squads of soldiers leaning against cotton 
bales or basking in the morning sunshine 
on tthe top of freight piles had been miss- 
ing from the levee front this morning no 
one would have known New Orleans was 
at the present time passing through one 
of.the greatest labor crises it has ever had 
to deal with. The scene along tthe levee 
today is one of bustling activity. Nearly 
every ship in port which came to receive 
cargoes of cotton is now loaded. 

People went to bed last night with a feel- 
ing of dread that before the night had 
passed something unusual would occur. 
What they dreaded most was fire. Many 
were under the impression that the strik- 
ers would apply the torch. The rioters re- 
mained away from the levee and the night 
passed off without any. exciting incident. 
The troops detailed on the upper levee 
reached their destination at 7 o’clock. As 
soon as they reached the various ships the 
negroes started in to work. A few white 
screwmen hung around the scene but were 
kept at a distance by the presence of 
troops. 

Gov. Foster this morning stated he would 
keep the military on the river until all 
signs of rioting were passed away. He 
did not anticipate any more rioting. 


No Change. 


NEW ORLEANS, March 15.—In the last 
twenty-four hours there has been no 
change in the labor situation in this city. 
All day long work has progressed on the 
wharves, but, as before, it was the negro, 
or at best black and tan gangs who 
loaded the ships on which the firing took 
place on Tuesday, and they were under 
the protection of bodies of State troops, 
fully armed and prepared to suppress any 
of the riotous element.

the Pei-Yang squadron.” 

The determination of the Japanese 
recognize no Europeans as holding author- 
ity on behalf of China was once more as- 
serted in a stipulation, several times re- 
peated, that no foreigner must be as- 
signed to the duty of arranging the details 
of the transfer of ships, etc. Any Chinese 
officer would be cordially welcomed, but 
none of any other race. On February 17 
the surrendered vessels were delivered to 


their new owners, with the exception of 


the Kwang-Chi, which Admiral Ito gave 
back, in order that the remains of the 
late Chinese commander should be taken 
away in a man-of-war belonging to his 
own country. The body was carried on 
board with respectful «ceremonies, and 
salutes were given as the vessel departed 
for Chee-Foo. 

On the 19th the garrison of Liu-Kung 
numbering 2000 and the 4000 sailors of the 
Pei-Yang squadron were sent to the main 
land, escorted to the Japanese outposts, 
son twenty miles from Chee-Foo, and set 
at liberty. It is reported that among the 
foreign prisoners the two perjurers, Howie 
and Wilde, were found, and as these men 
had abused the confidence and generosity 
of the Japanese government—having given 
pledges at Kobe that they would not serve 
in China and accepted money for their 
traveling expenses to America—they were 
detained for trial by court-martial. 

The Chinese armies in Manchuria show 
a great deal of persistence in repeating 
their movements against Hai-Cheng, but 
they invariably run away before any real 
fighting is done. The latest. demonstra- 
tions were on February 18 and 21, when 
futile efforts were made to concentrate

Suit Against it Begun by 
the Government. 


Papers are Filed Reciting the Condi- 
tions Under Which it 
is Brought. — 
Tt the Suit is Won the Stanford Es- 
tate is Wiped Out and the Great 
University at Palo Alto 
is Wrecked.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 15.—Attorney 
L. E. McKisick, he special: United States 
District Attorney appointed by Atty.- 
Gen. Olney to prosecute the government's 
claim’ against the estate of the late Le- 
jand Stanford, filed the government's com- 
plaint in the United States Court here 
toda 


The suit is for $15,237,000. The com- 
plaint covers twenty sheets of typewrit- 
It recites the conditions under 
which the Central Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany was formed by Stanford, Hunting- 
ton, Hopkins, Crocker and others, and as- 
gerts that at the time when the debt of 
the Central Pacific Company to the gov- 
ernment of the United States was in- 
curred, these four men were in control 
of all the capital stock of the company, 
with the exception of a few shares turned 
over to servants and employees of the 
corporation. Under the terms of the part- 
nership between Stanford, Huntington, 
Hopkins and Crocker, it is asserted that 
the estate of Stanford is liable for its 
one-fourth share of the government’s claim 
against the railroad, of $15,237,000. 

The claims against Huntington and the 
Crocker and Hopkins estates are not 
brought into the present suit. In con- 
clusion, judgment against the estate in 
the sum stated is prayed for, and it is de- 
manded that Jane L. Stanford, the exe- 
eutrix of the estate, be ordered to pay the 
game out of the assets of the estate, in 
due course of administration, and prior 
to all other claims. The Stanford estate, 
including the Stanford University property, 
was appraised at about $17,000,000. The 
successful prosecution of the government’s 
suit would not only practically wipe out 
the estate, but would wreck the univer- 
sity.

C.: I am just in receipt of a detailed ac- 
count by telegraph from the sheriff at 
Walsenburg. It does not differ materially 
from the newspaper reports. An inquest 
has been held and I am informed a thor- 
ough investigation has been made. 

“Evidence in writing has been sub- 
scribed to by witnesses and filed in the 
office of the District Court. The sheriff 
further reports that there has been no 
‘trouble of any kind since and no danger, 
but that he is thoroughly able to main- 
tain peace and no danger of an uprising 
of Americans or Italians. I am in receipt 
of a telegram from the Ambassador for 
Italy, saying in part: ‘Please give orders 
for immediate action against the mur- 
derers of the Italians.’ 

“Immediate action will be urged on the 
proper authorities, looking to the arrest 
and punishment of the guilty parties. The 
acting Italian Consul informs us that he 
leaves tonight for Walsenburg. I have 
given him such letters as he asks for to 
the sheriff. From every source of infor- 
mation I am satisfied that everything is 
quiet. I have taken steps to ascertain che 
nationality of the dec2ased.

NEW TRIAL GRANTED 


ERASTUS WYMAN, CONVICTED 
OF FORGERY. 


The. Supreme Court of New York 
Rules that the Original Case 
Should Have Been Sub- 
mitted to a Jury. 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

NEW YORK, March 15.—To day judg- 
ment was reversed and a new trial ordered 
in the case of the People against Erastus 
Wyman. 

The decision was handed down in the 
general term of the Supreme Court at 4 
o’clock this afternoon. The action prac- 
tically affirms the position taken by Jus- 
tice Barrett in granting a certificate of 
reasonable doubt that Judge Ingraham 
erred in refusing to charge the jury as to 
Wyman’s criminal intent when he com- 
mitted the forgeries for which he was in- 
dicted, and of which he was found guilty 
in the Court of Oyer and Terminer. 

The court holds that Wyman, as a part- 
ner in R. G. Dun & Co., had the right to 
sign checks, but whether he exercised the 
right by ‘express or implied authority is 
immaterial, so far as it affects the crime 
with which he is charged. 

He was not called upon to answer for 
having mede the checks, but for indors 
ing Bullinger’s name on them with inten 
to defraud. 

If, therefore, he had made the check to 
Bullinger’s order, having originally in- 
tended to deliver it to him and subse- 
quently having, with intent to. defraud. 
changed his mind and indorsed the check he 
would be as guilty of the crime of forgery 
as though he had made the check with the 
original intention of fraudulently obtain- 
ing the money. | 

The intent with which the act was done 
was an essential ingredient of the crime, 
and being a question of fact and not law 
should have been submitted to a jury. 


RIGHTS OF WAY 


GRANTED TO THE SAN JOAQUIN 
VALLEY ROAD. 


The Stockton City Council Gives the 
Company Access to the Water 
Front —0Other Concessions 
Also Given. 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

STOCKTON, March 15.—The City Coun- 
cil met in special session this morning 
and granted to the San Francisco and San 
Joaquin Valley Railroad a right-of-way 
through the city to the water front. 

The route lies along South and Edison 
strets to Weber avenue, thence along the 
avenue, skirting the main wharves, to El 
Dorado street. The right-of-way was asked 
for by H. J. Corcoran, who said that the 
directors of the new road wanted something 
tangible from Stockton in the waygef entry 
privileges. The promptness with ch the 
right-of-way was granted shows the feel- 
ing toward the new road in this city. 

Mr. Corcoran has in his possession a tel- 
egram from Senator Boggs, in ‘which he 
grants the new company the right-of-way 
across his land at the western edge of the 
town and along a four-mile levee that 
reaches Weber avenue near Edison street. 
In addition to these rights-of-way, Mr. Cor- 
coran will hand the directors a document 
from the Farmers’ Union and Milling Com- 
pany, granting valuable concessions.

SAN DIEGO, March 13.— (Special Corre- 
spondence.) The San Diego Sun says: C. 
E. Mayne, who has returned from a trip 
to Los Angeles, stated that he made final

This 
can be had for a song.“ Mr. Mayne said 
further in this letter: There is a busi- 
ness block in the center of the city that 
can be bought for considerably less than 
$100,000 that pays good interest on twice 
that amount (or $200,000,) and is one of 
the best, if not the best, corner in the 
city.” A prominent real estate dealer 
here says that he does not know of any 
corner property in this city for sale for 
less than $100,000 which pays good inter- 
est on $200,000. He considers such a prop- 
osition as preposterous on the face of it. 
If such a property pays good interest on 
$200,000 what earthly reason could the 
owner have for selling it for ‘‘consider- 
ably less than $100,0007’’ 

Since the suicide of J. Walmer last Sat 
urday, and the arrest of Frank Ethridge 
the secretary of the security company of 
which C. E. Mayne is president, for ten 
dering C. N. Clark a forged deed, the 
reputable real estate men of this city have 
determined to do what they can to rid 
San Diego of all real estate sharks. Since 
Walmer’s death one dealer has been ar- 
rested for petty embezzlement in addition 
to the arrest of Ethridge. 

C. E. Mayne blossomed out here awhile 
ago as president of the San Diego Pacific 
Railroad, which scheme was an invitation 
to the hard-working railroad employees of 
the country to buy stock on the 50-cents-a- 
month plan. © A prospectus was issued, 
which, on its face, was a false pretense. 
It used the names of such men as Judge 
George Puterbaugh, Victor E. Shaw and 
A. Dorsey without authorization. The 
Chamber of Commerce refused to lend its 
name as a reference for the promoters of 
this scheme. The Times exposed the fake 
The railroad withdrew its articles of in- 
corporation from the County Clerk’s office. 
Mayne resigned as president. The scheme 
has since been reorganized under the 
name of the San Diego, Pacifie and East- 


have alleged that they held an option on 
the franchise for a right-of-way into this 
city by the way of the City Park; that 
Mayne controlled this franchise, etc. It 
would now appear, from the report printed 
in the San Diegan-Sun, that Mr. Mayne 
has withdrawn the option for the pur- 
chase of the franchise from the San Diego 
Pacific and Eastern road, and proposes tc 
operate a certain portion of the old Park 
Belt line on his own account, independ- 
ently of the proposed grand trunk line to 
the Atlantic Ocean.

The action speaks 
for itself. The water kings propose to 
run the coming election if they are able 
to do-so. 

The Chamber of Commerce publishes a 
sixty-two page volume entitled San 
Diego—Our Italy,’’ containing descriptions 
of this county and a resume of its re- 
sources.

In these 
cases the savings bank, although sailing 
under anov’her name, is practically the 
same institution. As long as the business 
conducted is cf a-legitimate character this 
does not matter, but the trquble comes 
in when times begin to get a iittle ‘hard 
and there is an unusual demand for money. 
Take, for instance, a savings bank with a 
capital stock of $500,000. In its public 
statement the bank says it has $75,000 
“cash on hand and in banks.“ ‘The com- 
mercial bank with which this savings bank 
is affiliated has perhaps $500,000 of com- 
mercial deposits, and in its report gives 
$125,000 as cash on hand. Now, when a 
tight time comes in the money market, 
the main bank is called upon to pay out 
its $125,000, then calling upon the savings 
bank for about all the cash which the in- 
stitutfon has. Glaneing over the reports, 
a man up a tree would suppose that every- 
thing was lovely, but the fact would be 
that cf the 3200,000 reported to be on 
hand in the two banks, perhaps $74,000 had 
been counted twice.

oranges in Florida 
groves of Marion, Sumter, Orange, Lake 
and DeSoto counties have been recently 
visited and carefully examined. In every 
grove visited the majority of the trees 
have been split to the ground and the sap 
is exuding. Men who have been growing 
orarges all their lives say that when the 
sap runs from a.tree after a freeze its 
dcom is sealed. f course here and there 
a grove is found which, because of its 
protected situation, largely escaped dam- 
age. But such groves are so few as. to 
be hardly worth mention. in summing up 
the work of the freeze. 

“Several weeks have elapsed since the 
cold wave—weeks of the most favorable 
weather—and no signs of life have been 
shown by the great majority of the groves. 
Ordinarfly at this season of the year an 
orange grove is the most delightful spot, 
for the trees are garbed in an emerald 
coat with snowy blossoms for ornaments. 
But now the groves appear as black and 
bare as a Northern forest in midwinter. 
To judge by their appearance the trees 
are only fit for firewood, and already the 
sound of the axe is heard ip * 
groves. 

At present Florida orange groves rep- 

resent absolutely no value. They can not 
be sold, for everybody believes that the 
trees are dead or so injured as to be in- 
capable of producing fruit. No bank wauld 
loan money on a grove, for firewood is 
considered poor collateral. The following

Indeed, when it is con- 
sidered that this is the third freeze which 
Florida has had within a comparati vely 
short period it is doubtful if that State will 
ever come prominently to the front again 
as all orange-growing section.

It is true that at Riverside a temperature 
of 27 deg: is recorded, but this was prob- 
ably taken in the older and lower part of 
the settlement, where oranges would not 
now be planted by experienced men. The 
foothill sections of Southern California in 
which it is safe to plant the orange and 
lemon will undoubtedly compare favor- 
ably as regards freedom from frost with 
any other section of the world outside of

IT IS COSTLY. 


The loss of revenues by reason of 
Democratic mismanagement is by 10 
means the greatest loss to the people 
from that cause. The loss of revenues 
is a mere bagatelle in comparison to 
the losses which all classes of the 
people have suffered, through the 
widespread stagnation of industry, 
the lowering of the wages, the shrink- 
age of values, and throwing of hun- 
dreds of thousands of honest workmen 
out of employment. 

Notwithstanding the stagnation of 
business, and the consequent decrease 
of the tax-paying ability of the people, 
all the money borrowed to pay the ex- 
penses of the government must be 
paid back with heavy interest. The 
interest on the ten-year 5 per cent. 
bonds will amount to 50 per cent, of 
the principal, or $50,000,000, and that 
on the thirty-year 4 per cent. bonds 
will amount to 120 per cent. of the 
principal, or about $75,000,000. Thus 
the total interest charge will be about 
$125,000,000, to say nothing of the 
$163,000,000 of principal. 

The gross cost of the three bond is- 


_ sues, to the government, will be in the 


neighborhood of $288,000,000. From 
the three lonas the government has 
derived in gold, some’$1$4,000,000<ip- 
cluding Premiums. Thus the total less 
to the government, in interest to be 
paid on those loans, will be about

China will 
perforce be obliged to accept the terms 
dictated MAapan, unless England or 
some other nation intervenes, which is

North Main Street Pavement. 
BOARD OF ‘PUBLIC WORKS , HEARS 
PROPERTY-OWNERS. | 

The Board of Public Works had an 
elaborate bill of fare before it at the meet- 
ing yesterday. The menu included the 
questiog of estimates on street work, with 
crosswalks on the side. This was followed 
by a course of lively kicking'“ on the 
part of property-owners, who asserted that 
their part of afer was being neglected 


by the city aufhorities. After the cigars 
were lighted there was a discussion of the 
laying out of certain assessment districts 
for street opening, and the menu, which 
had been formal all the way through, was 
concluded with the disposition of some 
lighter questions, which caused Council- 
man Kingery to remark, with his usual 
after-dinner smile, that he had had enough. 

The question of estimates of cost of 
street work, proposed to be done under 
the bond act, was considered soon after the 
board met. Councilman Munson, the 
chairman, was absent, but President Teed 
of the City Council and Committeemen 
Pessell and Kingery attended. 

President Teed said che thought a new 

ruje should be @dopted in the matter of 
making these estimates. Heretofore it 
had been the custom, when such a mat- 
ter was referred to the City Engineer, for 
that officer to report merely whether the 
proposed work was estimated to cost more 
or less than $1 per front foot. 
In ͤ order to conform strictly with the 
law, President Teed said he believed 
that the City Engineer should report to 
the Council the estimate in detail, and 
‘then let the Council judge as to whether 
e cost would be more or less than $1 
per front foot. 

Neither of the other members of the 
board raised any objection against the 
adoption of such a rule, and the impres- 
sion was gathered that possibly the action 
was taken with a view that it might be 
a “slap” at the City Engineer, who has 
had some difference with certain mem- 
bers of the Council. 

This impression appeared to be an erro- 
neous one, however, for the reason that 
the custom which it was proposed - to 
change had been in vogue both with Mr. 
Dockweiler and with Mr. Compton, as 
‘City Engineer. 

Dr. Joseph Kurtz, M. A. Newmark, H. C. 
Lichtenberger and other property-owners 
appeared, and it was complained that the 
pavement on Main street, between First 
and Arcadia streets, was in bad condi- 
‘tion and in need of repairs. , 

It was explained that the ‘pavement in 
‘question is composed of basalt block, cov- 
‘ered with a coating of asphalt. The as- 
phalt would wear away very rapidly; but 
if it were removed and the blocks left 
bare, the travel over the street would 
be so noisy as to seriously disturb people 
along the line of the street. | 

President Teed said he thought it would 
‘do little good to put more asphalt on the 


part of the pavement it would soon wear 
off and be in as bad condition as before. 

It was argued that the city -had accepted 
the street there, and now ought to take 
care of it, and keep it in repair. Dr. 
Kurtz said that the street railway com- 
pany ought to be made to repair its por- 
tion of the street. There were holes. in 
the company’s portion that had been there 
for four years. 

They.“ said Councilman. Kingery, 
meaning the street-railway companies, 
“are like a good many of the rest of us. 
They haven't much money at present.” 

“That is not our fault,” said Dr. 
Kurtz. 

President Teed stated that the Council 
was willing to do all that it could to com- 
pel the street-railway company to keep the 
stfeet about its tracks in proper repair. 

“I would instruct’ the City Attorney 
to sue the company,” said Dr. Kurtz,

SEWER PROCEEDINGS ADJUDGED IL- 
LEGAL BY JUDGE YORK. 
Judge Waldo M. York rendered his de- 
cision yesterday afternoon in the case of 
S. White vs. C. T. Harris et al., an action 


for the construction of a sewer in this 
city, judgment being rendered for the 


On the trial of the case plaintiff intro- 
duced in evidence the. warrant, assessment 


of demand and non-pgyment, as provided 


1885, amended March 14, 1889, and de-

make out a prima facie case; and upon the 
cases of Dowling vs. Conniff (103 Cal. 78,) 
and others, sustaining’ the  constitution- 
ality of that provision. 

The defendants introduced the resolu- 
tion, or as here denominated, the ordinance 
of intention to do the work, adopted by 
the City Council, and specifications of the 
work, and the ordinance ordering the 
work done, together with other evidence. 

They contended that the ordinance of 
intention was fatally defective in that a 
portion of the work to be done was de- 
scribed as together with the necessary 
manholes at the intersections of streets.“ 
The word necessary“ being indefinite it 
is claimed that the work is not described, 
and that if the ordinance of intention is 
fatally defective all subsequent proceed- 
ings, however regular in form, are with- 
out jurisdiction and absolutely void. 

The court holds that this objection was 
sustained by the evidence, and that no 
lien could be created on defendants’ lands 
by the proceedings shown to have been 
taken. 

SUPREME COURT OPINIONS. 

The Supreme Court bas affirmed the 
judgment and order of the Superior Court 
of Santa Barbara county in the case of 
Fernando Cardenas (appellant) vs. John 
F. Miller (respondent.) This is an action 
in claim and delivery, to recover a quan- 
tity of barley or its value and damages» 
In 1892 A. J. Drennan raised a crop of 
barley upon certain land in Santa Barbara 
county, which he leased from two several 
individuals, giving one-fifth of the crop 
to the owners of the land in lieu of rent. 
On March 11, 1892, Drennan executed a 
chattel mortgage to Cardenas upon his 
share of the growing crop of barley, to se- 
cure the payment of $200 with interest at 
1 per cent. per month. Miller sued Dren- 
nan to recover money due on a promis- 
sory note dated in 1891, and an atiach- 
ment was levied upon Drennan's interest 
in the growing crop on June 23, 1892. On 
June 30, 1892, Drennan filed his petition 
in insolvency and on the same day an or- 
der adjudicating him an insolvent, etc., was 
duly entered. Miller was appointed as- 
signee of Drennan’s estate on August 13, 
1892, and after Cardenas had harvested, 
threshed and sacked the barley in the 
latter part of August, Miller as such as- 
signee took possession it and removed 
it. Cardenas’s mortgage not having been 
recorded until June 28, 1992, five days 
_after the attachment was levied, the Su-

The Damage Done is Chiefly Confined 


to the Low Lands, Where 
There is a Great Excess, 
of Moisture. 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 
VACAVILLE (Cal.,) March 15,—The fruit 
crop here is anything but encouraging 
today. Last night’s frost finished the on- 
tire apricot crop on the valley land. Early 
plums and peaches are badly injured, 25 
per cent. of the grapes and peaches are 
injured. The gross loss will probably 
reach $250,000. The weather is now mod- 
erating and further danger is passed. 
‘ STOCKTON, March 15.—The heavy 
frost that prevailed in this vicinity last 
night and the night before has done great 
damage to growing fruit. Almond orch- 
ards around Acanpo and Lodi have 
suffered considerable injury. In the small 
orchards straw, was kept burning, and in 
this way the trees were protected from 
the cold. In large prchards, however, 
this was impracticable. The apricot crop 
in the vicinity of Lodi 18 killed and the 
‘growth of the almond crop is retarded 
by about two weeks, It is impossible to 
88 the loss, but it will be consid- 
erable, 


LODI (Cal.,) March 15.—The- entire 


Mokelumne Valley was visited with a 
heavy white frost last night, damaging 
all early vegetables and doing great in- 
jury to almond orchards and fruit trees. 

NAPA, March 15.—Quite heavy frosts 
have been experienced here for two nights 
past, but no great damage has been done 
so far. It may prove more serious than 
is now realized. Peaches suffered worst, 
while cherries and apricots also got some- 
what bitten. It is cold tonight and bids 
fair for another frost. 

RED BLUFF, March 15.—None 
fruit-raizers from the surrounding country 
have reported any damage to their trees 
from the frost. The weather observer 
says that some damage must have been 
done, but as yet there has been none 
reported, and it is thought the buds are 
so far advanced that they have not been 
materially injured. 

NEWOASTLE, March 15.—Not the slight- 
est damage is reported from the New- 
castle foothills. Crops of every kind are 
safe, and the outlook is splendid. Or- 
chardists are jubilant and prospects indi- 
cate a splendid season. 

SACRAIMPNTO, March 15:—From the 
best information at hand it does not ap- 
pear that any injury was done to young 
fruit in this section by the frost on 
Wednesday night. The atmosphere was 
dry and the frost very light. 

SACRAMENTO, March 15.—The frost 
was quite heavy here, but it was dry, and 
it is thought but a trifle of damage was 
done. The uplands were not injured at 
all. Along the river bottoms, where there 
was heavy dew, there is a slight injury 
to apricots and almonds. 

MADDRA (Cal.,) March 15.—A severe 
frosit last night did great damage to early 
fruit, especially in the foothill region. 


INSURANCE AGENTS. 


Propositon to Form a Local Oakland 
Board. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service 
SAN FRANCISCO, March 15.—Oakland 
insurance agents are in consultation with 
the ‘Board of Fire Underwriters regarding 


the proposed formation of a local board, 


their idea ‘being that the general board 
should regulate rates but not interfere 
with the subject of compensation to agents, 
the Oakland agents being placed on a sim- 
ilar footing with those in San Francisco. 

They want to be paid 20 per cent. com- 
mission and 5 per cent. extra where they 
occupy their own offices, with the right 
to be paid either commission or salary 
when they are exclusively the agents of 
one ocmpany. The Executive Committee 
of the Board of Fire Underwriters now an- 
ticipates an adverse decision in the case 
of the Continental Insurance Company 
against the board, and with this end in 
view they are bending all their energies 
to bring the local boards, which had been 
formed in so many cities, into the com- 
bine. The fact that these outside insur- 
ance men do not wish to be forced into a 
rate war is helping the board in its efforts, 
as it will check the guerrilla warfare 
here if the representatives of non-board 
companies elsewhere can be kept in line 
with the ideas of the combine. 


AUSTRALIAN STEAMERS. 


Another New Line to be Established 
with Vancouver.

OTTAWA (Ont.,) March 15.—The De- 
partment of Commerce has been advised 
of negotiations for a rearrangement of 
the direct Australia steamship service. 
The New Zealand government has re-

We had to fare all the time on sixteen, 
sea biscuits without a drop of fresh water. 
We ate two biscuits apiece each day un- 


til they were exhausted and would drink -

salt water and throw it up again, This 
made our tongues swell up and our 
mouths and throats get as raw as a beef- 
steak. When the biscuits were exhausted 
we became too faint to pull an oar or guide 
the boat, so we drged to and fro until 
picked up. e could not speak our names 
and our eyes were swollen shut. We were 
so hungry that we ate the uppers off our 
shoes; also sucked the blood out of each 
other.“ 

Here Mr. Clark exhibited his- leg which 
showed great red. blotches, certifying the 
truthfulness of his story. . 

Continuing, he said: ‘“I have been 
around the Horr nine time, but this was 
the roughest trip I ever experienced. We 
lost four men overboard in a gale off the 
Horn and Paul Hessing fell from the top- 
sail yard and was killed. We were four- 
teen days making seven miles and drifted 
to the southward. It was nothing but 
bad luck from start to finish. Had not 
th® Leeds been blown 500 miles out of her 
course it would have been all day with us.”

AMERICAN CITIZENSHIP. 


THE FAREWELL LECTURE BY 
J. d. A. HENRY. 


Music Hall Was Crowded with an 
Enthusiastic Audience—The 
A. P. A. Were Much 
in Evidence. 


Rev. J. Q. A. Henry delivered a stirrin 
lecture upon the dangers of Romanism in 
America, at Music Hall last evening. The 
speaker was very earnest and vehement 
all through, and seemed completely car- 
ried away by his subject. The audience 
was equally enthusiastic, and so thor- 
oughly in sympathy with the speaker that 
he was frequently interrupted by bursts of 
tumultuous applause and deafening cheers. 

The keynote of the lecture was Liberty 
of Thought, Faith and Choice of Govern- 
ment. These three elements, acting in 
connection with the revolution of 1776, 
gave to the world a new type of manhood, 
education, soldiership and _ citizenship 
known as the American citizen, and the 
best product of the past. The greatest 
danger to this liberty lies in the flood of 
alien influence which threatens to swamp 
our country. | 

Romanism, said he, is the core of this 
foreign element, and will never become 
other than utterly alien to all forms of 
American liberty. Roman Catholics, what- 
ever their nationality, are an alien people, 
with foreign ideas, prejudices and cus- 
toms. The Romanist is born and edu- 
cated for a world that has ceased to ex- 


| 


ist. Rome looks back to the dark ages 
and wishes to drag the world to the period 
when the power of papacy was supreme. 
America is the type of eternal progress. 
All faithful adherents of the Stars and 
Stripes must throw off allegiance to the 
court of Rome. The idea of “religion from 
Rome and politics from Washington’’ will 
not stand. 

In this country about 9,000,000 souls 
profess: the Romish faith. The Roman 
hierarchy is only 10,000, but all the 
power lies here, and is a power capable of 
working mischief in the land. 

Romanism is the same, past, present 
and future. To it is due much of the 
political corruption that has been a stain 
upon the country: Tammany Hall was 
but Jesuit Hall; and the Roman church 
claims most of the jolitical ‘“‘bosses’’ of 
today. This evoked much applause. Full 
religious liberty means to believe or not. 
practice or not, according to individual 
conviction. The scriptures were given to 
the world to read and to interpret, and 
slavery is impossible when the word of 
God is exalted over all. a 

The little State of Rhode Island was 
the first place in the world to guarantee 
full religious liberty to all men; and this 
liberty is threatened by the Roman 
church today. The supremacy of the Pope 
is not a fiction of the past, but a reality 
of the present. The fight over the schools 
is a proof of the alarming spread of the 
papal power. The desire to keep the 
people in intellectual childhood by the use 
of garbled textbooks and by the suppres- 
sion of non-sectarian public schools, is one 
of the worst features of the Romish hier- 
archy. Wuth much eloquence the speaker 
declared: The battle is upon us. Put 
none but Americans on guard. Let Ameri- 
cans rule their own land and teach their 
own schools. Protect American labor from 


-the influx of foreigners. All our officials 


should be American men, and the crime of 
either neglecting or selling a vote should 
be followed by disfranchisement and heavy 
punishment. Immigration should be re- 
stricted. and the grants of public lands to 
foreigners. The time of qualification for 
the suffrage should be much extended, and 
a certain amount of education and knowl- 
edge of the laws of the land should be 
made the first requirement. The influence 
of America in the world is such as to 
place her as the leader of humanity, and 
the Stars and Stripes should be upheld as 
the grandést emblem of civil and religious 
liberty the world has ever known.” 


The Suspected Chinaman Was Put

The court asked whether the prosecution 
would consent to this. Mr. James said 
it would not; it was a responsibility which 
the court would have to assume if it saw 
fit to admit any of the prisoners to bail. 

The court finally decided to accept 
bonds for Wong Chee and fixed the amount 
at $10,000. Wong Wing and Wong Chuey 
he held without bail, all to be tried on the 
charge of Murder in the Superior Court. 

Up to a late hour last night Wong Chee 
had been unable to furnish satisfactory 
bondsmen. His friends telephoned to 4 
wealthy Chinaman at San Bernardino to 
go on his bond, but the matter has not 
yet been fixed up.

The announcement of the Santa Fe that 
the second-class cut rate would be re- 
stored on the 17th, instead of the 14th, 
as at first announced, has caused the 
agents of the opposing roads to exercise 
their minds as to the exact position of 
the Ganta Fe in thus altering the date. It 
fe contended that, practically, this is a 
new cut; that the rate not having been 
restored on the 14th, as announced, ten 
days’ notice would be requisite before a 
restoration of rates can be made legiti- 
mately, under the terms of the passenger 

ement. Of course, the point sought 
to be made is that the Santa Fe is de- 
siring to sell at the cut rate as long as 
possible. As a matter of fact, the cut 
in rates has not affected the passenger 
situation at all. The amount of east- 


bound travel is small, and any one de- 


sirous of going via Salt Lake would not 
be deterred by euch a small cut as $2.50. 

The Santa Fe intended, and gave the 
Interstate Commerce Commission notice, 
that rates would be restored on the 14th, 
and awaited the assurance from the lines 
who in the first instance brought about 
the trouble, that difficulty, so far as they 
were concerned, would cease. Such as- 
surances were not forthcoming and con- 
sequently the Santa Fe postponed the date 
until the 17th. Yesterday the general 
passenger agent of the Texas Pacific tele- 
graphed Passenger Traffic Manager White 
at Chicago that instructions had been for- 
warded to the representatives of -the road 
on the Pacific Coast to either sell outright 
or indirectly, through the road’s connec- 
tions, below the tariff rates. This 


‘settles the matter so far, and on the 17th 


full tariff rates will again rule. 
THE TEACHERS’ CONVENTION. 

The third annual convention of the 
Teachers’ Association, which will meet on 
the 28th, 29th and 30th inst., has caused 
the Southern California road to offer a 
one-and-one-third rate for return tickets 
from points in the seven southern coun- 
ties. A very large attendance is antic- 
ipated, as this will be the most impor- 
tant gathering of the association yet held. 


CATTLE SHIPMENTS. 


The shipments of cattle from Arizona 
over the Southern Pacific are phenome- 
mally large just at present. There were 
two trainloads on Thursday, of twenty- 
three cars, two yesterday and three due 
today. The supposition is that these cat- 
tle are from Mexico, and are being 
shipped to the northern grazing grounds 
before the law goes into effect on the 
Ist of April, when a tax of $5 per head 
will be imposed on every head of cattle 
brought across the Mexican border. 

Generally speaking, the Southern Pa- 
cific is rushed with freight just now. Sev- 
eral additional train crews have been put 
on within the last month, and two new 
crews have again been put on this week. 

THE ENGLISH ROADS. 

During the past six years the ratio of 
expenses to income has steadily risen with 
the English rajiroads, and this in spite of 
the decreasing cost of most materials.

This increase, 
says the London Times, is about £20,000 
more than the reduction shown by the 
receipts of 1893 or 1892, and, considering 
that general trade was far from good last 
year, a recovery to the level of 1892, is, 
perhaps, as much as could be expected. 
The expenditure last year was £18,364,685, 
against £17,964,902 in 1893, an increase of 
about £400,000, or 2% per cent., which 
would be moderate enough to be satisfac- 
tory were it not for the fact that the fig- 
ures of 1893 only showed a decrease of 
about £100,000 on 1892, for though less 
mifeage was run, coal cost very much 
more. It follows, therefore, that with 
about the same gross revenue as in 1892, 
there has been in 1894 an addition of £300,- 
000 to the expenditure. 
MEXIOAN EARNINGS. 

The comparative earnings of Mexican 
railroads for the fiscal week ending the 
Sth inst., were as follows: The gross re- 
ceipts of the Interoceanic were $49,378.99, 
@s compared with the corresponding week 
of 1894. The approximate earnings of the 
Mexican Central whole system were $185.,- 
232.59, against $189,344.26; and for the 
whole month $689,411.30, against $681,- 
516,31. The gross earnings of the Mexi- 
can National Railroad for the week were 
$94,907.76, against $83,040.78; and for the 
month $322,331, against $320,501.91 for the 
same period in 1894. 

A PASSENGER CONTRACT. 

An interesting case in which the courts 
have again held that a ticket is an evi- 
dence of contract has recently been de- 
cided. The sult was established by Mul- 
ford & McKenzie, ticket brokers, to re- 
cover the value of certain coupon tickets 
issued by that road over the Lake Erie 
and Western road, and which the latter, 
when in the hands of a receiver, was, by 
order of court, forbidden to accept the 
judgment rendered against the Alton. The 
court, in deciding upon the matter, used 
the following significant language: 


A ; find as to each of the tickets in ques- 
tion that the evidence is strong enough to 


imply a special undertaking by the defend- 
ant to carry the holder of the ticket to the 
Station stamped on the margin. A rail- 
road company may lawfully contract to 
convey passengers beyond its own line, 
provided its own line is a part of the jour- 
ney. A railroad ticket is not a mere 
voucher, showing that che railroad fare 
had been paid, but it is certainly some- 
thing more. While the entire @ontract be- 
tween a company selling a ticket and the 
purchaser thereof may not be expressed 
on the ticket, yet the ticket is evidence of 
A contract, and is conclusive as to all ex- 
pressed on it.“

CLASH OF AUTHORITY. 
The Boss of the Chain-gang Makes 
His Defi. 
The First-street cut where the chain-

The 
previous language of the Genator from 
San Francisco in the discussion of the 
bill under consideration had been full of 
references to improper influences, but 


this direct charge of offers of money, cov- 


ering, as it did, two sessions of the 
Legislature, startled the Senate, and in 
the hush that followed all realized that a 
grave thing had happened. 

The bill which brought forth the dis- 
cussion was the notorious Assembly bill 
Mo.

Sec. 499. Two lines of street railway 
operated under different managements, 
may be permitted to use the same street, 

ach paying an equal portion for the con- 
struction and maintenance of the tracks 
gand appurtenances used by said railways 
jointly, but in no case must two lines of 
street railway, operated under. different 
managements, occupy and use the same 
street, streets or tracks for more than 


‘five blocks.’ 
Sey 2. Sec. 501 of the Civil Code of 
the State of California is hereby amended 
80 as to read as follows: 
Sec. 501. The rates of fare 
cars must not exceed 5 cents for one fare 
for any distance under three miles. In 
cities or towns with more than one hun- 
dred thousand inhabitants, the rate of 
fares shall not exceed 5 cents for one 
‘fare for any distance in one general di- 
rection along the whole length of road 
or its connections, operated by any one 
person or corporation. The cars must be 
of the most approved construction for the 
comfort and convenience of passengers 
and provided with brakes to stop the 
same when required. The rate of speed 
shall not be greater than twelve miles 
per hour, Any owner or owners of any 
street railroad violating any of the pro- 
visions of this section shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and be punished 
by a fine of $100 for each offense.’

and limb. It further prevents rival roads 
occupying the same streets for more than 
five blocks. 

Senator Biggy was opposed to the bill, 
and when Senator Ford, who, although he 
represents Sierra county in the Legisla- 
ture, has his law office in San Francisco, 
moved, on Monday night, it just having 
been passed by the Assembly, that the bil) 
be placed on the Assembly file of the Sen- 
ate and zo to the San Francisco delega- 
tion, Mr. Biggy objected, and insisted that 
it retain its place on file. In the confu- 
sion, so Senator Orr, who was in the chair, 
Says, the clerks made the wrong entry, 
and when Mr. Biggy learned of it he 
thought that crooked influences were at 
work and protested. He also protested 
against its hasty consideration by the San 
Francisco delegation, when notified by 
Senator Fay that the delegation had it un- 
der discussion.

It is 
said by several Senators that there are 
precedents that justify Biggy in this lat- 
ter respect.

STENGEL SKIPPED. 


A MAIN-STREET TAILOR GONE 
BACK TO GERMANY. 


Borrowed Money of a Trusting Old 
Man Who Grieves for Broken 
Faith and His Van- 

ished Coin. 


S. Davis, a feeble old man living at No. 
211% Wilmington street, is mourning the 
sudden departure of Gustavus Stengel and 
wife for parts unknown. Mr. Davis's 
grief at their flight would perhaps not be 
so acute were it not that $1200 of his 
money, so he says, left at the same time. 

Stengel is a tailor, and until recently 
had a shop on Main street between Sec- 
ond and Third. With his family he for 
some time lived next door to Mr. Davis. 
The latter’s wife being quite aged and 
bedridden, Mrs. Stengel, who is described 
as a charming young woman, visited the 
old lady frequently and showed her every 
possible kindness. In short, the Stengels 
were such agreeable neighbors that when 
Mr. Stengel desired to borrow $200 with 
which to enlarge his business, Mr. Davis 
most willingly let him have it without se- 
curity. So very trustful was Mr. Davis 
that he not only let Stengel have an ad- 
ditional $300, but last week loaned him 
$700 more, making $1200 in all. 

It was after making the $700 loan that 
Davis began to miss the friendly visits of 
the Stengels. At first he thought nothing 
of it, but a few days ago he learned that 
Mr. and Mrs. Stengel and their son left 
the city last Saturday night. An investi- 
gation convinced him that they had ab- 
sconded and he thinks they are by this 
time aboard a steamer bound for the old 
country. As he simply loaned them the 
money he cannot make a criminal charge 
against them, and therefore he has made 
no attempt to have them brought back. 

So far as known Stengel left no other 
debts unpaid except a bill of about $350 
for goods bought of a San Francisco firm. 


JUST PLAIN ROBBERY. 


The Explanation of the Attacks on 
Verdugo Chinese. 


Sheriff Burr and Deputy Aguirre visited 
the Verdugo Canyon again yesterday to fur- 
ther investigate the shooting of a Chinese 
vegetable peddler a few nights ago and 
the attempted hold-up of other Chinamen 
the night following. The Sheriff scouts 
the idea that the crime was perpetrated 
by persons living in the vicinity who are 
desirous of driving the Chinese out of the 
neighborhood. So far as observable no 
strong anti-Chinese sentiment exists at 
Verdugo. Robbery appears to have been 
the sole object of the crime.’ 

The only thing that seems to have pre- 
vented the highwaymen from accomplish- 
ing their purpose the night of the shooting 
was the fact that the Chinaman’s horse 
took fright and ran away. Three or four 
hundred yards from the scene of the shoot- 
ins the wounded coolie fell out of the wagon 
and was picked up by two of his coun- 
trymen, who were following with wagons. 
He had a narrow escape from instant 
death, and his recovery is not yet cer- 
tain. though the chances are in his favor.

THE ARSON CASE. 


Mrs. Dunham Against Mmes. 


Knox and Platt. 


Preliminary E=amination Re- 
sulted in the Discharge of 
One Defendant. 


The 


The Complaining Witness Violated 
Her Friend’s Confidence—They — 
are Either Firebugs or 
Persecuted People. 


The preliminary examination into the 
Pico Heights arson case against Mrs. 
Platt and Mrs. Knox again occupied the 
undivided attention of Justice Young and 
a large crowd of interested spectators, in 
the Township Court yesterday. 

So far as one, at least, of the defend- 
ants is concerned, the matter is at an 
Ind, for, at the close of the case for the 
prosecution, the court discharged Mrs. 
Knox, there being no evidence connect- 
ing her with the affair. 

The day’s proceedings commenced with 
the introduction in evidence of the inven- 
tory in proof of loss sworn to by Mrs. 
Platt after the fire, C. A. Stuart of San 
Francisco being recalled for the purpose 
of again identifying that document. The 
defense vigorously objected to its intro- 
duction, of course, but the court admitted 
it, remarking that every particle of evi- 
Gence which had any bearing upon the 
case should be brought out, in order that 
the court might intelligently judge of the 
merits of the case. 

Mrs. Minnie Dunham, the complainant, 
‘was then called to the stand, and re- 
mained there during the rest of the morn- 
ing session. Her testimony was to the 
effect that she kept a boarding-house at 
No. 728 South Los Angeles street, and 
that she had known Mrs. Platt for several 
years. In June, 1894, Mrs. Platt called 
upon her at her house on Temple street 
and announced that she had rented a 
house on Pico Heights, and, when asked 
why she moved away from there, told wit- 
ness that she would see later on. Next 
time witness saw her Mrs. Platt told her 
that she was going to get her things down 
from San Francisco, furnish the house 
and then burn it so as to get the insur- 
ance money. ‘Witness warned her that 
she must look out for herself, or she 


Platt replied that she knew what she 
was about, and that Mrs. Knox, who had 
burned houses before, knew how to pro- 
ceed. Mrs. Platt brought several bun- 
dles to witnesses’s house before the fire, one 
of which she concealed in the clothes 
press under the stairs. When witness 
found it, she examined its contents and 
found that they comprised.a number of 
underskirts and other articles of attire. 
Later on. witness found several ostrich 
plumes and more clothing, and after Mrs. 
Platt had spent a week at her house, on 
a subsequent occasion, witness found a 
handsome bed robe between the mattresses. 
This was given by Mrs. Platt to her 
niece later on, in witness’s presence. 

After the fire Mrs. Platt told witness 
that she and Mrs. Knox had burned the 
house, pouring the contents of two cans 
of coal oil on the floor. After the in- 
surance company had paid her $600, she 
gave her lawyer $160, Mrs. Knox $150, and 
sent $150 more to her sister in San Fran- 
cisco. She frequently begged witness not 
to tell any one. One day a detective called 
at witness’s house, while Mrs. Platt was 
there, and the latter, who was very ner- 
vous, took the ostrich plumes and thrust 
them into the stove, remarking: ‘Ashes 
tell no tales.“ Witness had frequently 
seen Mrs. Platt wear two kinds of 3 
pins, a watch and chain, a locket set with 
pearls, one or two plain gold rings and 
one ring set with pearls and rubies. 

The watch was in witness’s house. A 
jeweler who lived there repaired it, and 
the plating had worn off of it. It was 
a cheap watch, covered with silver and 
brass. Witness did not send all the ar- 
ticles away to San Francisco that Mrs. 
Platt had left in her house. She left 
a velvet sacque, trimmed in jet and lace, 
and a pocket-book. These things were 
produced in court and put in evidence. 

Upon cross-examination, Mrs. Dunham 
admitted that in spite of her frequent 
promises to her bosom friend not to tell 
anybody of what she knew, she had 
told all her roomers of it and several 
others outside of her house. 

It ‘was sought to show that witness 
had demanded $100.from the defendant 
with which to go to Albuquerque, in order 
to avoid testifying against her, but this 
Mrs. Dunham denied vigorously. She ex- 
plained that two weeks ago last Wednes- 
day, Mrs. Platt called at her house and 
asked her friend not to testify against 
her. Witness replied that they would 


it, and added that if she had money 
enough she would leave town and go to 
Albuquerque. Mrs. Platt inquired how 
much it would take, and witness replied. 
over $100, she thought. 

She denied that she ever attempted to 
borrow money from Mrs. Platt, and that 
she was still indebted to her, but in- 


sisted that all the money she had received 


from Mrs. Platt at various times had been 
for services rendered. 

An attempt was made to prove that 
Mrs. Platt had given witness $2.50 for a 
pair of shoes for her son and $1.50 went 
toward a pair of pants for a roomer 
named “‘Smiley;” but this was so ingig- 
nantly denied by the witness that Mr. 
Williams remarked to Mr. Pierce: Be- 
fore you get through with this witness, 


The defendant’s counsel smilingly ad- 
mitted that with such a virulent witness 
„most anybody’s would,” and returned to 
the charge by insinuating that Mrs. Dun- 
ham was actuated by hope of reward in 
having proved traitorous to her bosom 
friend. This made the witness very in- 
dignant, and before she cooled down again 
she was compelled to admit that when she 
swore to the complaint in the case she 
knew nothing whatever about the matter 
except what Mrs. Platt had told her in 
confidence. 

During the afternoon session four more 
witnesses were called and examined by 
tthe prosecution upon minor points, and at 
4 o'clock the State rested its case. 

Upon motion of counsel for the defense 
the case was dismissed as to Mrs. Knox, 
and she was discharged by the court, there 
being no evidence to warrant her being 
held. 

The defense thereupon proceeded to in- 
troduce evidence to contravert that of 
the prosecution, the first witness called 
being O. C. Knox, the husband of the co- 
defendant in the case. His testimony 
was to the effect that his wife and Mrs. 
Platt were in no way related, as had been 
stated, nor was their acquaintance one of 
long standirg. They were, however, 
neighbors, and Mrs. Platt frequently called 
on his wife. On the night of the fire he 
found that his wife was,sick on returning 
home from work, and that Mrs. Platt was 
attending to her. Several others were 
there, bug left during the evening. About 
midnight, while Mrs. Platt was still at 
his wife’s bedside, he noticed flames issu- 
ing from Mrs. Platt's house, and, after 
telling her of it, ran across lots to see 
what could be done to save the building, 
but it was too far gone. 

Before the cross-examination of witness 
was fairly commenced court adjourned for 
the day, and the matter went over until 
10 o’clock this morning.

Crops and Markets. 

The rain which fell on Wednesday was 
very welcome to the farmers in this sec- 
tion, many of whom had begun to grow 
anxious, as farmers will do when they 
have crops in the ground which need mois- 
ture to bring them to perfection. 

The orange market has been steady dur- 
ing the past week, with the exception of 
seedling oranges which are a little ie” 
owing to large importations of European 
fruits to the Atiantic States. Fancy or- 
anges are very firm in price and it is not 
believed that the market even for seedling 
fruit will continue depressed very long. 

As already noted in The Times, the de- 
ciduous fruit men are preparing to or- 
ganize after the same fashion as the or- 
ange growers, and will hold a meeting at 
the Chamber of Commerce on Wednesday 
next to discuss plans for that purpose. 

The market for eggs has been very dull 
during the past week although in the 
early part of the week there was some ten- 
dency to improvement. The price has been 
down to 11% cents, which is about as 
low as has ever been touched in Los An- 
geles. 

Butter has also been a drug in the mar- 
ket, 28-ounce rolls selling as low as 25 
cents, at which price it ought to have 
the preference over lard. The large ac- 


cumulation of stocks in the northern part 


of the State is given as the main reason for 
this exceptionally low range of prices. 

The rain will have the tendency tc 
modify the ideas of those who have been 
holding barley and who were beginning to 
think of marking up prices under the 
theory that we might have another com- 
paratively dry season. 

Hay ts held firm at about $15 to $16 
per ton for bariey hay and from $11 to 
$11.50 for alfalfa. New hay will be in 
the market before long and then there 
will be a sudden drop in prices. If some 
of those who afe holding large stocks of 
hay at high prices do not look out they 
are likely to be caught. 

The dried fruit market continues more 
favorable to holders than tit has been for 
some months past. Should the proposed 
deciduous. fruit exchange be organized it 
may be expected that prices of dried fruit 
will be much more steady from now on. 
The organization of fruit-growers in the 
Santa Clara Valley has saved hundreds 


of thousands of dollars to the horticul- 
turists of that part of the State. 


Keep Agriculture Out of Politics. 
During the recent meeting of the Na- 
tional Pomological Society in Sacramento 
a number of interesting addresses were 
delivered by, some of the visitors, all of 
whom appear to be delighted with what 
they saw in this State and with the char- 
acter of their reception. Among other 
things, President J. Berckman of Geor- 
gia, who has done much for national hor- 
ticulture, delivered a most interesting ad- 
dress on the advisability of keeping the 
agricultural work of the States entirely 
apart from politics. The following para- 
graphs will illustrate the spirit of this 
address: 

In reviewing the work of the American 
Pomological Society since its inception in 
1848, and the comparatively restricted 
territory which it then covered, we stand 
amazed at the progress made in this sci- 
ence. In the early history of the society 
many problems relating to pomology were 
unsolved. Scientific investigations had 
not received the attention which in later 
years have made clear what was once 
obscure. 

“Our general government has given ma- 
terial aid toward advancing our meth- 
ods of production by diffusing the results 
of the work of the various scientific divi- 
sions of the United States Department of 
Agriculture, but greater benefits have been 
derived from our State and local horti- 
cultural societies, whose work is of more 
practical value for their immediate sec- 
tions, and such of our States as have ap- 
preciated the value of their fruit products 
as a source of wealth have wisely given 
their aid to its progress. 

Many States, by legislative appropria- 
tions and legal enactment, have so pro- 
tected the fruit-growing industry as to 
have vastly increased their revenue and 
population, and advanced their educa- 
tional and material progress. 

“The magnitude of Califorala's fruit in- 
dustry is in a great measure due to the 


liberal course adopted by its State gov- 


ernment; older States may derive a prac- 
tical lesson from these commendable prin- 
ciples, and be far more liberal in giving 
the practical aid they have so far with- 
held. The establishing of State experi- 
ment stations sustained by Federal appro- 
priation is wise in principle, and where 
such stations are conducted solely with 
a view of advancing all methods of cul- 
ture they have been connected with good 
results. 


“Unfortunately partisan politica: influ- 


ence has in several States caused the 
work of these stations to be of little or 
no benefit to the people, because of the 
inefficiency of some of their officers, whose 
political influence is greater than their 
scientific attainments or fitness for the 
work expected from them. It is there- 
fore to be hoped that all progressive po- 
mologists will unite their efforts in urg- 
ing their respective State Legislatures to 
select competent men to be placed in 
charge of their experiment stations. 
When this course is pursued they will 
receive the support of our most practi- 
cal and scientific pomologists, as with- 
out their aid station work would be slow 
and unsatisfactory to those who expect 
to be benefited from such institutions. 
We, however, owe to the persevering la- 
bors of many of the men of the past and 
present generations the vast number of 
fruits which have so greatly increased 
our supplies, and especially to such emi- 
nent men as Wilder, Downing, Warder, 
Barry and Manning, who opened the door 


as to the possibilities connected with 


this work.” 


A Remarkable Peach Tree. 

Californians are accustomed to having 
fresh fruit in the market all the year 
round, and even one variety of fruit dur- 
ing the greater part of the year. Fresh 
peaches have been in the Los Angeles 
market on several peoasions at Christmas 
time, but fresh peaches in March are a 


.. novelty, even in this section of. remark- 


able crops. Mrs. Martha Jones of Gar- 
vanza has a peach tree supposed to be a 
sort of the orange cling, which is now 
covered with blossoms and at the same 
time has twc ripe peaches in it. 

There is no telling what the “glorious 
@limate of Southern California“ may ac- 
complish in time if it is only given a 


Co-operative Marketing. 
The success which has attended the 
operations of the orange-growers in mar- 


— 


keting their fruit in a co-operative way 
s encouraging growers of other products 
to take similar steps. The walnut-grow- 
ers of the Los Nietos Valley have been 
organized for several years into an asso- 
ciation with much benefit to themselves, 
and now it is proposed that the deciduous 
fruit men, bee-keepers, dairymen and 
other producers should each come together 
and form co-operative associations to in- 
sure fair prices for their products. 

There can be no question of the ad- 
vantage of such movements, provided 
practical, men are placed at the head, 
and the enterprise is run on business 
principles, in the same manner that any 
merchant conducts his business if he en- 
pects to make it pay. 

There is one other very necessary fea- 
ture in connection with such undertak- 
ings, which is that the growers should 
have confidence in each other and pull 
together for the common good. 


The Fig. 

Only one variety of fig appears to have 
teen known to the padres who planted 
the first trees on this Coast.* This was the 
ordinary blue or black species, which, 
while producing fruit under proper con- 
ditions that is quite palatable, neverthe- 
less now. ranks lowest in the estimation 
of horticulturists among the dozen or more 
varieties that have since been introduced. 

Being easily propagated by cuttings, the 
trees originally planted at the missions 
became the parent stock from which trees 
by the thousands were set out in all parts 
of the State. It was soon learned that 
few valuable trees thrive under neglect 
as does the fig, while a twig thrust hap- 
hazard into the ground and abandoned to 
its own devices was certain in a few years 


to develop into a thrifty, fruitful tree. So 


the blue fig spread until today it is to be 
found from one end of the State to the 
other. The old miners planted it freely, 
and now not unfrequently all that re- 
mains to mark the site of a once-thriving 
settlement is the dark green, thrifty fo- 
liage of the fig trees that were carelessly 
set out by some miner long since dead. 
For many years no attention was paid 
to the cultivation of the fig as an orchard 
fruit, those who planted the trees at all 
being content with having a few about 
their dooryards, rather for shade or orna- 


ment than any utilitarian purpose. But 


in the great horticultural development that 
took place during the decade from 1860 to 
1870 considerable attention was drawn to 
the possibilities of fig culture, and it was 
proposed to introduce more Valuable va- 
rieties and more particularly those that 
produce the dried fig of commerce. A 
number of varieties were obtained, among 
them being the one called here the White 
Adriatic, and which approaches nearest 
the commercial fig of any that we have 
yet obtained. It produces a good-sized 
white fruit, which, when properly dried 
and packed, is very toothsome and com- 
mands ready sale at fair prices. It has 
been claimed that single trees at fifteen to 
twenty years of age have produced an 
average of $100 worth of fruit in one crop, 
but whether this be so or not, it is a 
fact that the crops produced are immense 
end the prices obtained for properly-cured 
frnit are satisfactory. This variety of 
the fig has been cultivated in many local- 
ities, and some valuable lessons have been 
learned. Thus it has been demonstrated 
that the figs produced in the lower foot- 
hills are far superior to those grown on 
the plains and in the valleys—so superior, 
indeed, as to appear almost of another 
variety. When carefully cured, the White 
Adriatic fig of the foothill regions can only 
be differentiated by an expert from the 
imported Smyrna fruit. : 

Some years ago a systematic effort was 
made to obtain cuttings of figs from the 
groves of Smyrna, and several thousand 
were imported and distributed throughout 
the States. These grew rapidly and de- 
veloped into fine trees, but they have in- 
variably refused to mature fruit. The 
young figs set thickly in due season, but 
when a certain stage was reached they 
blighted and fell to the ground, nor could 
all the knowledge of the best horticultur- 
ists suggests a remedy. Every device that 
was tested to overcome the difficulty 
proved a failure. 

Finally it was suggested that the prac- 
tice of caprification was the solution of the 
difficulty. Thie consists in the cultivation 
of the capri, or male fig, and the introduc- 
tion of the blastophaga psenes, or fig wasp. 
which, making its home in the capri fig, 
emerges thence when that fruit is in blos- 
som, and, making its way into the culti- 
vated fig, impregnates its blossoms with 
the pollon which adheres to its wings and 
limbs. This practice has been followed 
in Smyrna from time tmmemorial, the 
custom being to hang garlands of the 
capri fig or the limbs of the cultimated 
trees to facilitate the journey of the 
blastophaga from one to the other. The 
first step was to obtain the capri trees, and 
this has been done. Recently an experi- 
mental shipment of the blastophag# Nas 
made from Smyrna to this State, but the 
insects arrived in such poor condition that 
they soon died. However, tests were made 
by artificially introducing the pollen from 
capri figs into the interior of a number 
of figs on the Smyrna fig trees, and, with- 
out exception, the fpuit so fertilized ma- 
tured, being the first that had ever ripened 
on the trees in question, though heavy 


‘crops had regularly set and blighted for 


several seasons. 

The believers in the caprification tnhe- 
ory naturally consider that this experience 
has demonstrated the correctness of their 
belief, and they have taken steps to make 
a systematic effort to introduce the blasto- 
phaga, when all doubt will be set at rest. 
It has been frequently shown in Smyrna 
by actual tests that trees provided with 
the capri figs in the usual manner, pro- 
duced abundant crops, while in seasons 
when they were not so ‘provided, there 
was a total failure. Many other facts 
are cited in support of this practice, which 
lack of space forbids full mention. But 
in any event, it is probable that next sea- 
son's experiments will settle the matter 
definitely. 

Those who have experimented the most 
thoroughly in fig culture are the most 
enthusiastic in their belief that this pur- 
suit is destined to become one of the 
greatest importance. They point to the 
fact that the tree is adapted to a very 
wide range of soil and climate, that it 


de fatal to any other growth, that it is 
long-lived and produces each year a succes- 
sion of abundant crops, and that there 
is alrer dy a remunerative demand for the 
inferior qualities now produced. There is 
besides an opportunity. for. creating a 


large demand for crystallized and canned 
1 figs, which have been received with great 
.favor and need only to be introduced gen- 


erally to produce a large consumption. 
— 


Those who think they bave not land 
enough to go into the poultry business 
should remember that one of the largest 
broiler plants in the United States is that 
of H. M. Phillips, Hammonton, N. J., 
which has a capacity of 9000 broilers, and 
he has cleared as much as $4000 in one 
year by filling the house two or three 
times, yet the space of ground occupied 
by him does no texceed half an acre. 


Large Flocks as a Business. 


(Southern Cultivator:) One of the 
causes of failure in keeping large flocks 
of poultry is that vermin and disease 
sweep off the members, and thereby dis- 
courage all attempts to continue with a 
large number. With a flock of ten or 
twenty hens the poultryman has an oppor- 
tunity of giving daily attention, and if 
anything goes wrong it is quickly noticed; 
but when large flocks are kept the matter 
of having them.always in proper condition 
becomes difficult. 

Either the entire time of the pouitry-. 
man must be bestowed, or the flock must 
be reduced. In order to give all his at- 
tention, the number of hens kept must be 
sufficient to remunerate him for his labor. 
If this is not done there will be no profit. 
If the number is too small, the labor will 
be the result. It is on this point that a 
majority of failures occur. It may be 
safely stated that 500 hens will not support 
a moderate family, but there are few per- 
sons who keep more than that number. 
Like any other occupation, tthe expenses 
must be taken out, and whether the ex- 
penses are too great or not depends upon 
the extent of the operations. As one man 
can attend 1000 hens nearly as well as he 
can 500, it is plain that the smaller the 
flock the greater the proportionate expense. 
Many make the mistake of endeavoring 
to keep too many fowls together, thus in- 
viting disease, but more frequently lice. 
When lice make their appearance in a 
large flock of several hundred, it is usually 
an end of the enterprise, as the labor is 
at once doubled. By beginning with clean 
premises and cleaning them daily, as is 
done with stables, much difficulty may be 
avoided. Large fiocks may be kept as 
easily as small ones, provided they are 
divided into families, and unceasing vigi- 
lance and attention bestowed. 

It is a source of complaint that the 
large breeds eat more food than the 
smaller ones, and do not give as good re- 
sults in eggs. This depends, however, 
upon how they are fed. If the food is 
placed before them in unlimited supply, 
so they can eat their fill, there will be 
but one result—excessive fat. All grain 
fed to large birds should be scattered over 
a surface of ground so as to make them 
take as much exercise as possible. If 
they have plenty of range it is best to 
feed nothing at all except at night, in 
order that they may work during the 
day, and thereby keep not only in better 
health, but avoid taking on too much fat. 
If confined, however, the grain should be 
scattered in some kind of litter, such as 


leaves, as. the object should be to com- 
pel them to hunt for each grain rather 
than to fill themselves in a few minutes 


only to sit on the roost and fatten like 
a hog. Such hens are useless, and do not 
lay, but are always ready for market. 

There are but few who devote their 
whole time exclusively to poultry, and 
the enormous product of poultry and eggs 
is due to what may be justly called the 
“odds and ends“ of labor. Yet small as 
is the attention given to poultry, the value 
of such is very great. We see no reason, 
howéver, why a fair income may not be 
derived by devoting the whole time to 
poultry. It is done profitably in France, 
and there is a large establishment near 
London, Eng., at which thousands of 
hens are kept and many thousands of 
dollars are invested. The difficulty is that 
but few are educated to a knowledge of 
the characteristics of the breeds and the 
proper mode of management. As our coun- 
try is large there is great diversity of 
soi! and climate, and the people of each 
section must learn the proper conditions 
for success. There are a few large poultry 
farms in America, but there is room for 
thousands. That poultry can be made a 
business has been demonstrated at several 
points, but success has generally attended 
those who did not confine themselves to 
one object, but sold poultry and eggs, as 
well as taking advantage of the highest 
prices for early chicks. 
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A breed of sheep that has received ‘little 
attention in this country is the Bexel and 
Friesian—a race of animals that have 
been in this country ever since 1625, when 
they were first imported by the enterpris- 
ung Hollanders. While these sheep have 
many fair qualities, and are tmteresting 
by virtue of their age and marked pecu- 
liarities, they will never enter into active 
compeiition with either the English mut- 


ton breeds in this country or the Ameri- 
can merino. 


Live-stock Values. 


(Robert Ashburner in Pacific Rural 
Press:) After sending you my notes on 
hive stock values in 1894 (now one month 
ago,) I received the Breeders’ Gazette of 
December 26, which contains two inter- 
esting letters on the same subiect, relat- 
ing to prices made in Great Britain for 
all kinds of farm stock during the past 
year. 

The first is from Messtfs. John Thornton 
& Co., of London, taking a general view 
ef the live stock trade in Great Britain 
for the past year, which, they say, has 
shown a generally decided improvement 
on the records of the previous season; 
also, that there is a marked improvement 
in the cattle of the country. The fash- 
ion—stimulated by the demands of your 
countrymen for particular lines of pedi- 
gree only—has declined, and herds are 
more robust in constitution and improved 
in their milking qualities.“ 

I make the above quotation. Those of 
your readers who take an interest in Live 
stock matters will be informed as to the 
view I have always taken in regard to 
the subject of breeding for pedigree, re- 
gardless of individual merit in the animal. 
Then, too, the color line’’ so strictly 
adhered to by the mapority of your coun- 
trymen,“ has much to answer for in the 
production of animals of inferior quality, 
not much less, perhaps, than the line- 
breeding for pedigree—or breeding cattle 
on paper, for that is all it amounted to. 


The principle carried to excess was never 


productive cf good results. Yet there ere 
several instances on record in which, 
practiced- with moderation and guided hy 
mature and experienced judgment, the re- 
sults have been very satisfactory in pro- 
ducing some of the best of cows and most 
prepotent of bulls. But it is only tbe 
tew' who may venture on these lines in 


animal breeding; therefore, let the truly | 


fashionable breeding be in aiming to 
breed good animals, which does not neces- 


as are useful on the farm, giving lots of 
milk, and in the end, beef. 

To quote again: ‘‘One breeder sold three 
bulls privately at the Royal show this year 
for considerably over £1000 ($5000, which 
must mean an average of at least $1700 
apiece, though it is not stated how much 
over the $5000 was obtained for them.) 
The average at sales this year is $5 per 
head over last year, and many more ani-

animal is found, combined with fashion- 
able breeding, he is still very much in 
request, showing that there is still good 
value left in the old strains of blood.” 

Does this mean that ‘‘good animals 
combined with fashionable breeding” are 


not over plentiful? For my part, I under- | 


stand it that way. High prices are caused 
by one or both of two things, scarcity 


and quality, therefore if good animals so 
bred are scarce they will naturally be in 
demand. Fortunately for the general 
farmer or stockman, as animals, 


and more of them, can be had by good 
breeding as are produced by “fashionable 
breeding.“ 

As for Scotland, the canny Scot still 
holds sway. A Polled Augus bull that sold 
for about $1500 was at the top, so far as 
is publicly known, in regard to prices. 
He even beat the famous Scotch short- 
horns in their ain countrie.“ The same 
black breed was also on top at the En- 
glish fat-stock shows. At both Birming- 
ham and Smithfield the same Polled Aber- 
deen-Augus heifer was champion beast 
over all breeds, a shorthorn steer hold- 
ing the reserve ticket. The heifer was 
sold for $785, after having won prizes 
and cups to the value of about $3000. The 
steer was sold for $575. Both animals 
were sold for slaughter, and were under 
3 years of age. 


One would think that common a e 


would. teach that keeping cows for 
months without stirring out of their track 
is, to say the least of it, an unnatural 
condition of things. Exercise is just as 
necessary a cow as it is for the rest 
of the animal kingdom, yet it is some- 
thing the dairy cow does not get. Every 
one knows that exercise increases the 
flow of blood ito the muscles, and in con- 
sequence of the greater amount of waste 
product carried off, and the greater 


amount of oxygen required by the system, 
a quickening of breathing result. On the 
other hand, wien little or no exercise is 


taken the circulation becomes sluggish; 
the heart, like any other muscle, degen- 
erates for want of use. The breathing be- 
comes shallow, and the lungs are not 
expanded. 


The chaff of grain has a higher nu- 
tritive value than any part of the stalk. 
It tis the part nearest the grain. Prob- 
ably in a green straw some of the nutri- 
ment on its way through the sap to the 
grain is detained before it reaches the 
place it started for. Cattle that have good 
lay will always ent some oat or barley 
chaff for a change, if given a small quan- 
tity every day. Yet when stock are fed 
It ts often the case that most of the chaff 
falls beneath the carrier, It is ‘heavier 
than the straw, because it is more com- 
pact, and also the man standing under 


the carrier is always treading down the 
chaff under his feet. 
Farm Hints. 

(American Cultivator:) It is said that 
an excess of nitrogen in the manure or 
fertilizer is often wasted because it 
changes to the form of nitrate and leaches 
down below the crop roots, or to am- 
monia and evaporates. Poessſbly this 
statement has some foundation of truth, 
but we never have seen evidence of its 
being lost in either way while a crop was 
growing upon the land. It may waste 
some if the land is bare and barren from 
October to May, but when winter crops 
of rye, turnips or wheat are there we can 
see no loss, unless it be a loss to make 
the crop grow too rauk and vigorous or 
too rapidly. The winter-grown crops can 
be utilized to take up and hold the nitro- 
gen near the surface, and return them 
for the use of the next crop if they are 
plowed under early enough. | 

We know an old farmer who says that 
it does him good to do a little “‘cussin’ ”’ 
occasionally when there comes a day of 
storm or unpleasant weather, for he 
makes a record of that which arouses his 
bad temper and provokes him to bad lan- 
guage. The door that does not stay open 
when he opens it or shut when he shuts 
it. the gate that drags upon the ground in 
swinging. the window through which the 
snow has brown, the wood pile that 
stands in the wrong place, and the wood 
that is not cut ready for kindling the 
fire, and all the other things that vex 
him in one of his ugly days, all have to 
be socken of in a manner that relieves 
his feelings at the time, and nearly all 
are likely to be so treated before the ucxt 
storm so as to work eatisfactorily then, 
Whether he will ever get them all so per- 
fect that he will have nothing to provoke 
him excepting the weather we do not 
know, ‘but he says there is no danger cf 
it. for there always has been enough to 
find fault about, and he. expects there al- 
ways will be. Perhaps it is better to see 
the fault and amend it than not to see 
any fauPts.

GEN. o. o. HOWARD. 


Arrival of the Well-known Retired 
Army Officer. 

Maj.-Gen. O. O. Howard, U.S. A., re- 
cently retired, arrived in Los Angeles yes- 
terday from San Francisco, accompanied 
by his wife and family, and is staying at 
the Abbotsford Inn.

He was at Fredericksburg under Burn- 
side, at Chancellorsville under Hooker, and 
at Gettysburg under Meade. 

Gen. Howard was then transferred to the 
Department of the Mississippi, and suc- 
ceeded McPherson as commander of the 
Army of the Tennessee, and was in com-

ELECTRIC ROAD.

PASADENA, March 15.—(Special Corre- 


: spondence.) The Pasadena and .Pacific 


Blectric Railroad is now an established 
fact, for the bonds have been signed, the 
roadbed is nearly in condition for the 
stringing of the wires, and it will soon 
be the proud boast of tho dwellers of this 
city that they can go by elecigicity from 
the mountains to the sea. The new road 
is an extension of the present electric sys- 
tem, and occupies the route once laid out 
for a railroad, and the rails were placed 
by a company that went up with the boom, 
and left as a memento: a weed-grown 
track to Santa Monica. The same com- 
pany that has signed bonds for the new 
road, owns the street railway whose cars 
were formerly run from Hotel Green to 
connect with the electric road at Altadena. 
For some weeks no cars have been rup 
over that route, and indeed there are at 
present only two horse-car lines in opera- 
tion in the northerm part of town, and 
their service is anything but satisfactory, 
and it would be a sarcasm to cal their 
pace “running.’’ The electric service has 
already become popular, and the citizens 
of Pasadena look with great favor upon its 
extension. Apropos of transit, it is said 
that the decision rendered by Judge Shaw 
Thursday against the Southern Pacific 
Railway Company, overruling the demur- 
rer, and giving to property-owners the 
right to decide upon the disposition of 
the land granted by them for a street, and 
denying the ability of the Council to cede 
to a steam railroad the use of the thor- 
oughfare has been very generally com- 
mented wpon among the business men and 
property-owners today. The@general opin- 
ion seems to be that the decision of Judge 
Shaw will not miaterially affect the plans 
of the Southern Pacific, and cannot have 
any bearing upon the franchise granted to 
the corporation by the City Council. The 
company anticipated the decision by pur- 
chasing a considerable portion of the 
frontage not freely granted by the owners, 
and will in the near future begin condem- 
nation suits for the remainder, where they 
find the owners unwilling. to sell at what 
they consider à reasonable figure. Rail- 
road building to this point, connecting the 
city with Los Angeles, seems to be quite 
the rage among oapitalists, and the citi- 


| gens are willing that their fancy may be

It is thought 
the prinaipal witness for the defense will 
be the wife, and that when her story is 
told on the witness stand, ft will create 
a great sensation, and show what the 
Coroner’s inquest failed to discover, a 
cause for the killing, and one which will
